WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.~The St. Louis 
World's Fair promoters resumed work early 
this morning and by 12 o'clock had scored 
an important point in their favor. 

This was a promise from Speaker Hender- 
son to recognize Chairman Tawney at the 
first opportunity to move disagreement with 
the Senate amendments and consent to the 
conference requested by the Senate. Before 


the speaker.waguld.consent to this he had 


to be furnished a positive assurance from 
Mr. Tawney that the Charleston amend- 
ment would be defeated. 

To make sure of this Tawney had polled 
the House and found enough strength to 
work this out. 

‘But.’’ said the speaker, ‘if you fail in 
this, Tawney, I will never again intrust you 
with such an important matter.” :

Their scheme 
is to fight for their appropriation, after it 
is killed in the Ilouse.

Its condition Indicates thie 
plainly. Th top of the box is made of 
pine boards. If it had been in the water 
the decay of the wood would have been 
equal.

The result of the exveriments was | 
to lay the responsibility for the propagation 
of the disease to a species of tropical mos- | 
quito, scientifically called culex fasciatus. | 
This insect is most frequently found in 
|open barrels, tanks and overground cis- 
terns, which are frequently left open. 

‘The commission established a strict sys- 
tem of quarantine around its experimental! 
| Station, and with all other sources of in- 
‘fection absolutely excluded, succeeded in 
infecting 85.70 per cent of those individuals 
who had been bitten by purposely contami- 
nated mosquitoes. 

‘The observations did not 
opinion that the mosquitoes carry the spe- 
cifie agent in their probosces and simply 
transferred the disease from one individual 
to another in a mere mechanical way, but 
appeared to demonstrate that the parasite 
of yellow fever must undergo a distinct 
cycle development in the body of the mos- 
quito before the latter is capable of convey- 
ing the infection. The report also consid- 
ered the question of house infection and 
‘demonstrated that this infection is due to 
the presence of mosquitoes that have pre- 
viously bitten cases of yellow fever and 
also that the danger of contracting this 
disease may be avoided in the case of non- 
immunes simply by using wire screens or 
wire mosquito netting. 

ms was further demonstrated by these 
observations that clothing and bedding con- 
taminated by contact with yellow fever 
cases and by the excrete of patients is ab- 
solutely without effect in conveying the 
disease. The nonimmunes were permitted 
to sleep in a room, the ventilation of which 
was purposely impaired, and allowed to 
sleep on mattresses, bed linen, pillows 
and.bed clothing used by fatal cases of 
‘yellow fever. They occupled this room for 
% nighis with absolutely no symptom of 
the disease occurring at the time or whiie 
in quarantine 10 days after the experiment. 

“The commission therefore justified itself 
in concluding that yellow fever is only prop- 
agated by the bite of this mosquito, after 
the insect has bitten a yellow fever pa- 
iient and after sufficient time has elapsed 
for the poison to become potent in the body 
of the mesquito. Twelve days must elapse 
after a mosquito bites a yellow fever pa- 
tient before it is capable of infecting other 
| persons, The commission also justified it- 
self in concluding that the disinfection of 
clothing and bedding, soiled with black 
vomit. ete., by this disease is no more re- 
quired than in the case of like articles
